Territorialism 


TERRITORIALISM, a movement which seeks to solve ttia so-called 
"Jewish problem'' by establishing en autonomous settlement of Jews In 
my su I table and available part of the world The movement la distinct 
from Zionism In that it does not insist on Palestine as the land of 
settlement nor I* It geared to trad it Iona! aspirations tor the national and 
religious renaissance Of Israel on Its ancestral soil. At the same time. It 
t* aiao distinct from the usual type of colonization, since 11 envisages a 
dlatlnctlve and sen-governing enclave. Nevertheless, it must be 
confessed that exponents of Territorialism and sponsors of territory Fisi 
prefects have not always made it clear whether what they contemplate is 
fa) a central Jewish state, which is to determine the political standing of 
all Jews everywhere, or (b) simply the establishment of one or more 
independent settlements for such Jews as may happen to oe suffering 
oppression, In other words. It tends to be left somewhat vague whether 
the movement Is to be conceived in terms ol nationalism or of 
nrionizaiton. 


it has been claimed that TerrltorMtm is as old as the settlement of 
the Hebrews in the territory pt Goshen, while the independent Jewish 
principalities In pre-Islamic Arabia, Ethiopia ana elsewhere have also 
been tiled as prototypes Of the movement. Such examples, however, are 
misleading. THE INHABITANTS OF GOSHEN WERE HEBREWS, 
NOT JEWS, while In the other cases we are concerned with local 
administrations, not with central colonies receiving Jewish refugees 
from all parts of the world. Historically speaking. Territorialism may be 
said to have arisen in the wake of the inquisition, and to have been born 
primarily ol a desire to find haven for jews ex pelted from the Iberian 
peninsula. Thus, tn 1652 a prefect was Initiated by Joseph Nunse da 
Fonseca to establish a Jewish colony in Curacao, and in the following 
year he was dalegated by the Council of Holland to transfer Jewish 
families to that territory, under the patronage of Jan de Ulan. A tittle 
later, similar plana were dev feed for settling in Surinam Jewa exiled 
from Brazil on its reegnqueat by the Portuguese/while in 1650 the 
French West India Company accorded rights to David Nasi to establish a 
Jewish settlement In Cayenne. 

The persecution of Jews In Eastern Europe during the iflth cent 
likewise inspired a number of territorial 1st prelects. In 1790 a Polish 
writer named Abraham HJrerowicz proponed that Jews be settled In the 
Ukrainian province of Poland; although not upon an Independent basis. 
In 1815 the Polish priest Xavier Szanowski suggested that the Congress 
Of Vienna grant special territory to the Jews, while ten years later the 
Decembrist Rea to I put forward a plan for a Jewish enclave in Aj&b 
M inor. Simultaneously, schemes were formulated In the United States 
for settlement Of Jew* In Mexico and In land between the Upper 
Mississippi and Tennessee rivers. The most ambitious and grandiose of 
the American projects was undoubtedly the founding of the colony 
Ararat by Mordecal Manuel Noah in the Niagara River near Buffalo in 
183* but this never went beyond the stage of formally laying the 
cornerstone. 

Agitation for an autonomous Jewish settlement received fresh 
Impetus from the Russian pogroms of the TSBC's. In ifiS7 an anonymous 
Galician writer proposed the creation of a "New Judaea" between the 
Nebraska. Kansas and Arkansas rivers, while when Leo Pinaker 
published his famous Auu^Ewancfpation in iSBi, his demand for a land 
for the Jews was conceived In territorial 1st rather than Zionist terms. 
Similarly* the project envisaged by Theodor Herzl m his Dor Judeirstaef 
was for the establishment of a Jewish state on any aval table territory, it 
was only later, when he acquired a following among Jews of a more 
traditional mold, that this project became political Zionism. 

The nvsel significant phase of Territorialism began in 1905, whan ihe 
Seventh Zionist Congress rejected an offer by the British government to 
mate an autonomous Jewish settlement In Kenya (the so-called

momentous religious consequences of the aggressive Hellenic 
Civilization'* impact on Its contemporaries. 

The second difference between the expansion of Hellenism end the 
expansion of the Western Society Is also the more crucial.

For example, the Ninth 
A mend men; says "Tne enumeration in 
the constitution of certain rights shall 
not be consumed to deny or disparage 
others RETAINED by the people ' This 
simply means that because the contract 
enumerated rights for the States, that 
the listing of these rights does not mean 
that the same must be done for the 
People but that (he PEOPLE relain 
ALL RIGHTS without having them 
enumerated in the contract. The Tenth 
Amendment says. ' The powers not 
delegated to the United States by the 
constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
states, are reserved to the states 
respectively, or to the people.' This 
simply means that the Federal govern¬ 
ment has ONLY those powers which 
have been listed for it in the 
Constitution, If the power is not listed, 
then the Federal Government DOES 
NOT HAVE IT! All powers not listed for 
the Federal Government in the 
CONTRACT, remain with the States or 
to the People. 

POSSE ACTION: County Sheriffs 
must be advised of the instances where 
unlawful acts of officials or agencies of 
government are committed It is the 
duty of the Sheriff to protect the local 

ntizens from such unlawful acts. Once he 
has been advised and roust's to perform

Since the formation of our Republic, 
the local County or Parish has always 
been the sett of government for the 
bodypoliuc (the people! A County <or 
Parish ■ government is the highest 
authority of government in our Republic 
as it is closest to the politic i ;he People 
who are. in fact, the GOVERNMENT, 
The County Sheriff is the only legal law 
enforcement officer in the United States 
of America* He is elected by the bod> 
politic and is directly responsible for tow 
enforcement in his county. It is h i*

I p eople) of his county from uni awfui a 
on the part of anyone, including officiate 

of government. His Oath of Office is to 
uphold, preserve and defend the 
Constitution of these United States and 
the State in which his County exists.

IN LIMA. Peru, recently, there 
was a conference held by Latin 
American Roman Catholic bishops 
Two spokesmen for the conference,

As author of the book. I recently 
received acme criticism about it 
from a fine patriot and scholar, it 
was suggested that 1 erred in 
identifying several individuals as 
Jews If this is so. then I owe my 
readers as apology for unrnten • 
fionaJly misinforming them.

The National Association to Keep 
and Bear Arms (NAKBA), Heartland Arm, 
is essentially an unorganized part of 
the NAKBA and meets monthly in Wells 
Park, El Cajon, California, which 
meetings are usually attended by 
approximately five individuals, including 
the only known officers, the chairman 
and co-chairman.

In a five page bulletin entitled 
"Introduction to Siege N.S.L.F. 
dated 1974, Third Quarter, Number 
One, the NSLF stated that it is 
headquartered at three separate 
locations in the Southern California 
area, it is planning its winter 
offensive which includes the 
opening of an NSLF bookshop, and 
the installation of a radical 
hotline telephone message service. 

It further stated that late summer 
and winter classes of the 
National Socialist Ideological, 

Political training will begin in 
August. Additional training 
in guerilla warefare, explosives 
and demolition, military assault 
weapons and gas warfare, along with 
electronic communications and electronic 
surveillance techniques are taking 
place. According to this bulletin 
classes in first aid, police evasion, 
techniques of being a prisoner of 
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The bulletin further states "We 
must build the underground. We 
are making it an effective hard¬ 
hitting National Socialist 
Revolutionary Army. We have 
already begun to launch armed assaults 
against the enemy. More assaults 
will continue, whether the enemy be the 
right-wing reactionaries, the system, 
or the communists." According to the 
bulletin, the n NSLF is divided into 
combat units J 3 A combat unit consists 
of three liberation fighters and a 
unit leader. No one combat unit knows 
who constitutes another combat unit. 

A NSLF combat unit member is trained 
as an efficient guerrilla fighter 
dedicated to destroying the enemy, no 
matter who that enemy may be. On the 
surface he has no uniform, he could be 
the bearded long-hair sitting next to 
you on the bus or the clean-cut store 
clerk.

IDENTITY GROUP 


The Ministry of Christ Church (MCC), also known 
as the Identity Group (IG), filed Articles of Incorporation 
in California in October, 19G4, with the stated purpose 
of "establishment, maintenance and conducting of a church 
of the Christian faith." The Group has been referred to 
as a cover for an underground army, and has a mailing 
address of P. 0. Box 423, Glendale, California. In 1972, 

100 acres of land, known as the Manassch Tianch, were purchased 
in Mariposa County, California, and is the national 
headquarters. 

William Potter Gale, the leader of the IG, and 
other members have expressed hatred for Jews and Negroes, 
and have advocated killing FBI Agents and Internal Revenue 
Service Agents as well as hanging certain judges. 

"Identity," a quarterly news bulletin published by 
this Group, sets forth that the U. S. Christian Posse 
Association was being formed under the MCC to assist and 
provide the necessary direction towards the formation of 
a Christian posse in every county in the U. S. "Identity" 
states that the body of citizens constituting the sheriff*s 
posse was titled "posse comitatus." The IG believes that 
the county sheriff is the only legal law enforcement officer 
in the U. S. and should the sheriff fail to perform his 
duties, the Posse Comitatus must act in the name of the 
sheriff to enforce the law.

Its purpose, as stated in its Declaration of 
Principles, is the overthrow of the U. S. Government and the 
institution of a dictatorship of the working class and the 
eventual achievement of a communist society. It was founded 
in lf.33 and maintains close association with international 
Trotskyist organizations as a •'sympathizing" group, but it 
denies formal membership in any foreign group to escape 
application of the Voorhis Act, which regulates certain 
types of organizations subject to foreign control.

After the ease wo over, it was 
revealed that the County Attorney, 
Wilham G. Rmddnx. had delib¬ 
erately concealed crucial evidence 
in ihe case. He publicly admitted 
that he kne w that one erf the 
plaintiffs, James F Grosaberg. had 
been illegally a student at Dmiglax 
Freeman High School foe the pan 
two years, md therefore could not 
legally be a party in ifte case. Wot 
only did he conceal thm, bus lb

EMERGENCY TELEPHONE
